Tintern Abbey, the ruins of which are considered the 
most beautiful in England, is situtated on the right bank 
of the Wye. Founded by Walter de Clare in 1131, 
partly built bv Richard Bigod in 1269 for a colony of 
Cistercian monks, and added to in 1169. the Abbey stood 
in perfection until the dissolution in 1537. since which 
date it has gradually decayed away. The church is now 
roofless but very beautiful and impressive, and sug¬ 
gestive of ancient splendour. 
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
